FRID. 
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GARDEN TOOLS 


Everybody who works with their 
hands have some sort of tools to aid 
them and they probably have found 
some a lot more useful than others. 
A carpenter usually has a very pet 
hammer or a good plane or chisel 
that beats anything he has ever own- 
ed before. Not because it is parti- 
cularly more effective than any other 
hammer or chisel, but because con- 
stant use has given a sense of com- 
radship in his work that no other tool 
has. Tools can have a sentimental 
value. I get very attached to some 
of mine. I said before in another 
article that I always paint a stripe of 
bright paint around the handle as 
soon as I get it, so that it will not 
suddenly disappear and cannot be 
recognized when it finds its way into 
another garden. 

There are all kinds of new fangled 
garden tools. Most of them are very 
alluring, but when put into actual 
practice, they do not measure up to 
the old-fashioned hoe, rake, shovel 
and trowel, but they are fascinating 
and once in awhile some new gadget 
turns up that is of real use. 

The first gadget that really deserv- 
es credit is the Insect-O-Gun which I 
have mentioned before. It saves so 
much endless work when it comes to 
spraying and is so easy to use. 

The second most useful thing in 
every tool house is a pair of clippers 
on the end of a rigid steel pole. 
These are light and easy to handle 
and almost a necessity for pruning 
climbing roses, dwarf fruit trees, etc. 

A pair of clippers are always a 
thing that, like raffia, should be tied 
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around your waist and can never be 
made of too good material. A bad 
pair of clippers unsharpened, can do 
more damage than none at all. 

The hose nozzle is a thing far too 
often taken for granted. In most 
cases it is a long, brass thing that has 
an adjustable spray. I don’t want to 
criticize this time old article, but if 
you have ever used one of the newer, 
large round sprays the other will 
seem very bad indeed. The kind that 
I favor are made similar to the spray 
in a bathtub shower with a large, 
round head perforated with tiny 
holes. This never causes the dirt to 
wash and the plants become thor- 
oughly soaked with less water going 
to waste. 

The above are the only new gad- 
gets that I really think worth while 
and could recommend to anyone tak- 
ing care of their own garden. My 
other tools are a varied assortment 
of pet things, either invented by

Have you ever realized the differ- 
ence a cheerful welcome can make to 
you when you enter any one’s house, 
either to visit, dine or call?

The reason I 
am mentioning this is because I am 
using recipes this week given to me 
by Mr. and Mrs. Talbot’s butler and 
he is the aeme of correctness and 
kindness and tact. 

Many times I have poured myself 
off of the midnight train and out into 
the very early jaws of big, bewilder- 
ing, hustle-bustle New York, feeling 
home-sick and strange. Hopped a 
taxi and gone at once to Fifty-second 
and East River to be met by Souther- 
land, and a heart warming welcome 
and steaming coffee, fluffy eggs and 
golden marmalade to be spread on 
tiny, little hot muffins. My entire 
point of view changes, and I start to 
feel gay as a lark. 

Southerland’s contribution to the 
Chronicle consists of two delicious 
things to serve with drinks in the 
summer time: 

STUFFED CELERY 

Make a mixture of cream cheese 
and Gorgonzola or Rouquefort cheese, 
with a dash of Worcestershire sauce 
and one of Chili sauce. Next cut the 
outside stalks of celery into two inch 
lengths, split one end and place in ice 
When ends have started to 
curl, put two pieces together and 
stuff with the mixture. 

HAM WHIMSIES 

Combine a small can of deviled 
ham with twice its quanity of minc- 
ed cucumbers.
